There: has been. an unusual amount of work done in the 
hbrary the past year, and those unfamiliar with this sort of 
work will hardly appreciate the days and hours of persistent 
labor necessary to “bring order out of chaos,” and get the 
books in the hbrary ‘‘on a line,’ so to speak, and ready for 
delivery. More than 125 books were worn out, unfit for use, 
and still books called for by library patrons. These were 
duplicated at a good deal of expense. More than 100 new 
volumes were also added tothe library. In addition toa 
large number of volumes of magazines which it was impera- 
tive to rebind at once, there were many volumes of older 

books which needed re-binding in order to keep their place 
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in the library. To make a complete new catalogue it was 
necessary to re-number every book in the library with a copy 
of the library regulations pasted in each, a work requiring 
much labor, and of course a copy must be made of each book 
and its number for the new catalogue. There were some 
funds in the hands of the committee, resulting from the sale 
of catalogues, fines, etc., in former years, and also from the 
sale of catalogues the past year. This amount had been kept 
in reserve with the idea that at some time it might be used to 
add some pictures of. noted authors to the hbrary room and 
furnish a table and seats more -convenient for those desiring 
to consult books of reference, but the expenses were so great, 
over-drawing the appropriation, that the Committee deemed 
it best to use a large portion of the reserved fund for the ex- 
penses of the year, with the idea that the town would be 
willing to raise a suitable sum the coming year to make up 
the lack of funds, inasmuch as there would be no similar 
outlay for necessary library expenditurés for several years be- 
yond the purchase of new books and ofticer’s salary. 


The librarian reports the largest number of books drawn 
any one Saturday as 185. The least number as 125. The 
average is about 160. On Wednesday evenings the largest 
number drawn was 70; the smallest, 40; average, 60. A 
slight damage tothe library by fire in the early part of the 
season was covered by insurance. ,

GENERAL SUGGESTIONS. 


While there have been minor failures in some of our 
schools, yet, upon the whole, there has never before been a 
more successful school-year than the one just passed, and for 
which success much credit is due to the teachers. As a 
body, they are capable, energetic. and of good moral tone, 
richly deserving the support of all. 

We have said there have been some minor failures, but 
in no instance, to our knowledge, can blame for such failure 
be attached to the teacher, but rather to our system as it now 
exists. 

For the past four years our primary schools have been 
too large for one teacher, and the schools have kept on in- 
creasing year after year until at the present time No. r regis- 
ters 83 different pupils, and No. 2, 143. During the first 
half of the forenoon and afternoon sessions, or until the C 
class is dismissed, there is not seating capacity in either 
school-room for this number of scholars, and so some fifteer 
or twenty of them find seats on the edge of the platform, or 
in default of that, stand by the teacher’s desk or sit on the 
floor. ; 

We have tried the plan of employing two teachers in the 
same room, and while this enables the teacher to reach each 
individual pupil, yet it is thought by some to lead to con- 
fusion and lack of discipline. To our minds this plan worked 
wonderfully well; more practical benefits were gained than 
from one teacher in so large a school.

Perhaps it is pertinent to state in this connection that 
the majority of instances of non-attendance is found among 
that class who would naturally attend the Primary schools— 
boys and girls between the ages of five and ten years. We 
have not in all cases compelled the attendance of such pu- 
pus, for with an already overcrowded school room we should 
be but adding to the duties of the teacher, without a corres- 
ponding benefit to the child. 

After due consideration as regards the ways and means 
of relieving our overburdened primaries, we have come to 
the conclusion that we must ask you to furnish another pri- 
mary school-room. Consider the matter carefully: and be 
ready, when the time comes to act, to formulate a plan which 
will be inexpensive, yet withal appropriate for the class of 
pupils for whom it is designed.
